H Forrest, Wade Hampton and John 
H. Oordon. Of them tbe following are 
living: James l^ongstreet, Stephen 
Lee, Early, 8. B. Buckner, Joseph 
Wheeler and A. P. Stewart, besides 
two of those not from tbe old United 
States army mentioned above. All of 
these are expected at the Louisville 
Reunion May 30 June 3.

It would 
be well If newspapers would voluntar- 
Uy go farther than tbs proposed law 
would compel them to do and would 
refuso to print the details of snicldea. 
It docs not ooncem the pubUe to know 
prsetasly why or la what sray soma nn- 
happy parson has taken his own Ilfs. 
To havs the horrors of such deaths en- 
larged upon sad embsUlshed, and per- 
haps lllustrstsd with shocking plo- 
turse. Is demoralising to tka publls 
taste. It iatensiflea the safferings of 
the faadly and friends, whose grief Is 
already heavy; and it does no good to 
say hamaa souL Bometimea it anset- 
tlss weak minds with a craving lor 
similar notoristy, and so ooeasloas now 
suicides. It may net always be possl- 
bis to suppress reports of suicides nl- 
togsther, but newspapers which hsva 
a proper regard for their influence in 
tbe community will minimise them as

Tbe 
Doers take special pains to kill ths 
enemy's horses, beesuas ths death of 
a horse is almost as great a military 
loss os ths death of a man. ThaoUmats 
also causes tbs wholesale sickness and 
death of the unaoolimated animals. 
To supply this enormous wastogs ths 
British ora scouring the boras mar- 
kets of ths world. Ths war oiBss is 
said to have arranged to convey flO.OOO 
horses in U vsasels from New Orleans, 
Buenos Ayres and Australian portn, 
whlls at ths same time a New York dis- 
patsh Staten that a contrast has bean 
nearly eompieted in that city for MJlOO 
more. If the war eontlnues long 
enough at this rats tbs American 
horse breedem will be in clover.
